4. The state military board shall have power to revoke any 
pension granted under this act when it shall appear to the sat-
isfa,ction of said board that the pensioner is no longer dependent. 

5. The provisions of this act shall not apply to any member 
of the state militia while in the service of the United State 
in cue of war or under the orders of the president of the United 
States. 

6. There is hereby appropriated out of any moneys in the 
state treasury not otherwise appropriated a sum sufficient to 
carry out the provisions of this act.

There is added to the statutes a new section to 
read: Section 4202m. 1. No oral or written statement, repre-
sentation, or warranty made by the insured or in his behalf in 
the negotiation of a contract of insurance shall be deemed ma-
terial or defeat or avoid the policy, or prevent its attaching 
unless such statement, representation, or warranty was false and 
made with actual intent to deceive or unless the matter mis-
represented or made a warranty, increased the risk or contrib-
uted to the loss. 

2. No warranty incorporated in a contract of insurance re-
lating to any fact prior to a loss shall defeat or avoid such 
policy unless the breach of such warranty increased the risk at 
the time of the loss, or contributed to the loss, or unless such 
brach existed at the time of the loss.
